American consul at Kehl, estimated 
at 12,000,000. 


Hair-nets are made almost wholly 


In the bouses of Alsatian and Aus- 
trian peasants; the peculiar skill re- 
Mlred to net hair has become in part 
Hereditary. 


The children begin first to tie the 


Hairs together, end to end, to make 
Dne long hair. 
Then, with only a 


round piece of wood about six Inches, 
long and one-half inch in diameter and 
a needle, the older girls and women— 
and sometimes the men—weave the 
nets. Each mesh Is knotted In much 
the same' way that fish-nets or ham- 
mocks are made. Only tying a single 
lialr is a more delicate and dlffloull 
task than tying a string.

To make a dozen nets is a day's
